The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to suggest the claimed invention of 
providing a graph for programming call or flow sequences for programmer's interaction. 
Specifically, claims 1,6, 14, 19 and 30 are directed to monitor debugging session of program call 
graphs (PCG) and updating node based on the condition of the code and making the node to 
distinguishable from one node to other. Therefore, the claimed invention improves the debugging 
session and provide efficient way to debug the code with inexpensive method for automatically 
rendering the logical and organizational structure of a program code in graphical format 
interactively on a screen monitor.
